Cordless telephones can still be listened 
to legally. They are found on 10 channels 
between 46.5 and 47 MHz. There is also 
another airborne telephone service called 
“Airtel” this is a phone system typically 
used in private jets...very interesting, I’m 
told. Look for this service from 459.675 MHz 
to 459.975 MHz. 

Of course, there is always the more well- 
known services, such as aircraft. You can 
listen to civilian aircraft from about 117 MHz 
to 138 MHz. You may even hear “Blazer 
One” approaching Hillsboro Airport after a 
successful road trip! Their callsign ends in 
“LP” (for Louisiana Pacific). 

There’s more frequencies to be listened to 
than this article has space to print. Like 
bugging frequencies of 150.6 MHz. Like 
hidden police microphones on 398.605 and 
399.455 MHz. Like Government agencies in 
the 167 MHz area, etc. There are lots of 
publications that list many of these services. 
Some of the better ones are the “Police Call 
Radio Guide” published in 9 regional vol- 
umes, and sold at Radio Shack. Also, “Moni- 
tor America”, 2nd edition published by SMB 
ublishing and available from Grove Enter- 
prises for about $25. Then there is the “Top 
Secret Registry of US Government Radio 
Frequencies”, published by CRB Research. 
The 6th edition is available from Grove 
Enterprises for about $19. 

Several magazines are dedicated to 
scanning and short-wave listening also. 
These include “Monitoring Times” and 
“Popular Communications”. Several nation- 
wide scanning clubs also exist. The largest is 
the “Radio Communications Monitoring 
Association (RCMA). Club dues are $24 per 
year, which includes a monthly RCMA 
journal consisting of approximately 95

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Adventures in 
Scanning

As Amateur Radio Operators, we gener- 
ally have a fascination with radio and how it 
works. The logical extension of our hobby 
leads us to other modes of operation (like 
packet, ATV and moon bounce) and to 
related hobbies like scanning. 


Many Hams already own a scanner. It 
can be very useful in our hobby to have a 
scanner just to monitor many repeater and 
simplex frequencies at once without tying up 
our transceivers. Scanners are also useful 
when Hams need to keep track of weather 
reports (162.55 and 162.40 MHz for example) 
and police and fire calls in times of emergen- 
cies, so we can lend assistance if called upon 
by various agencies. After all, we are in the 
Amateur Radio Service! It’s not just a hobby! 

However, most casual scanner listeners 
aren’t aware of the information superhigh- 
way going on all around them day and 
night. And much of it is within easy 
reach...on your scanner! 

The law since The Communications Act 
of 1934 had always been that we (the Ameri- 
can public) could listen to any signals we 
wished, as long as we didn’t divulge or 
profit from the contents of what we heard. 
This worked fine until Cellular Telephones 
became popular. The Cellular companies, in 
an effort to convince their customers that 
they really weren’t talking on a radio, but 
were simply using a telephone, lobbied 
Congress to pass a law called the Electronic 
Communications Privacy Act of 1986. And 
for the first time it actually became illegal to 
listen to certain frequencies! 


In addition to this, as part of that law, in 
April of this year, it will be illegal to manu- 
facture or import any scanner capable of 
receiving these “specially protected” fre- 
quencies. The scanner must not be able to be 
easily modified to receive these frequencies 
either. So, any scanner you buy in the future 
will have the frequencies from 823 to 847 
MHz and 868 to 892 MHz permanently 
locked out. I think older scanners just be- 
came more valuable.... 

But there are lots of communications left 
to listen to, all perfectly legal (for now). Did 
you know you can listen to the Space Shuttle 
on you scanner? Yeah, you think I mean 
when there are “Hams in Space”. No! The 
most recent example is the Hubble Space 
Telescope repair mission! You could actually 
hear the Astronauts in their space suits on 
your scanner! If you had a small directional 
antenna, you could listen on 279.0 MHz to 
KT as she worked on the solar panels! Even 
with just a whip antenna near a south win- 
dow in my house, I heard a signal on my 
scanner when the shuttle came within a 
thousand miles of Oregon! Not bad for a 4 
watt radio at 350 mile elevation! But after all, 
it is line of site (almost)! 

The Space Shuttle transmits on all sorts of 
frequencies including 259.7 MHz, 279.0 
MHz, 296.8 MHz, and microwave frequen- 
cies as well. How about some other interest- 
ing services you can hear? You can listen to 
Air Force One when it’s in the vicinity. Many 
calls are scrambled, but some are transmit- 
ted in the clear. Try 407.475, 407.85, 415.7, 
and 415.8 MHz. If you here them talking to 
“Crown”, that’s the White House switch- 
board! 

Airphones on major airlines transmit in 
the range of 894.0 MHz to 896.0 MHz. Listen 
to everyone say “Guess where I’m calling 
from!”.

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FCC Fines 144 
"Freebanders' $147,000

On December 13 and 14, 1990, the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission con- 
ducted a nationwide effort to identify unli- 
censed radio operations on shortwave fre- 
quencies. One hundred forty-four radio 
operators were identified illegally transmit- 
ting on frequencies adjacent to the Citizens 
Band and 10 meter Amateur Band. The 25 
MHz to 28 MHz frequencies are allocated for 
business and U.S. Government use. 


The two day effort involved personnel 
from all 35 Commission field offices. Opera- 
tors of the 144 stations are being issued fines 
which total $147,000. 


These unlicensed transmissions were 
identified as originating from all 50 states 
plus the District of Columbia and Puerto 
Rico. However, the most active states were 
Florida, California, Michigan, Texas and 
Arizona. The equipment typically used was 
modified Citizens Band or amateur trans- 
ceivers with linear power amplifiers. 


Operators included members of orga- 
nized groups such as World Wide Sideband, 
Satellite, Alfa Tango, Whiskey Jack, Unidad, 
Truckers, Eagles International and Old 
Timers. 


Unlicensed operation of a radio transmit- 
ter is a violation of Section 301 of the com- 
munications Act of 1934, as amended. Sanc- 
tions may include administrative fines of up 
to $10,000 and/or criminal penalties of up to 
$100,000 and/or imprisonment for up to one 
year.
